I MENTIONED yesterday that 
shortness of breath is one of 
the accompaniments of having 
tco muth food inside of us. Iam 
sure to get inquiries ahout this,

We really do 
not appreci- 
ate the privi- 
lege of being 
able to fill 
our lunsrs 
with full vol- 
umes of air 
until some- 
thing inter- 
feres with our 
doing it. 

O b viously, 
being the 
short - sight- 
ed creatures that we are, we do 
not bether about any of the’ 
things that are likely to make 
folk§ short of breath. until we 
sucdenlvy find ourselves hampcred 
in a process we have been taking 
for granted.’ We are always 
losthe to admit that we cculd 
possibly be to blame when th.s 
hanpens. 

We enjoy a good appetite and 
we indulge it. We put on a few 
too many pounds of weight. but 
we “feel all right.” This simpli 
mattef éf overeating is the most. 
frequent enuse of shortness of 
breath. The plentiful space ai- 
lowed in our ecuatomy for the 
heeit and lungs to expan’ 1m 
their work is crowded by an ovei- 
full stomach. 

Also, there are undi¢csted po7- 
tions of food and liquid which 
the overworked stomach carat 
get rid of. As a result, gases are 
formed which still further dis- 
tend the stomach and encroach 
upon the breathing space.

"OLKS whose indiscretions 
bring this discomfort  fre- 
quenily have pain, and it is 


naturally found in the region of 
the heart. Of cource, their first 
concern is a fear lest they have 
heart trouble. Most of them 
would rather say they have heart 
trouble than admit that they are 
guilty of overeating. In a sense, 
the heart is rcally endangered, 
but the treatment must be di- 
rected to other functions. 

This same dangerous pressure 
is occasioned when we_ hurry 
about our,work and especialiy if 
our way takes us up steps or any 
sort of incline.

QUESTION: “The water in my 
community is very hard and in 
order to soften it 1 use a good 
deal of borax. I lave been using 
it in my rinse water after sham- 
pooing iny hair, and while it 
scems to be helpful 1 find that 
my hair is getting extremely dry.

The Amateur Maker of Candy 


Should Not Be Too Ambidious

APHILSE it is impossible for the 
amateur candymaker to turn 


out very fancy candics.,it is pos- 


sible for them to make certain 
types successfully if thcy are not 
too ambitious. The recipes for 
the candies given in vesterdav’s 
column are not difficult for the

VERY night of late it has 
been the same story. Robert 
refuses to get undressed for bed 
and he won't go to bed. And 
while mother is busy fussing with 
him, dad seems to think it good 
sport. ‘“He’s afraid he'll miss 
something.” he says. 

Dad is right. Robert does not 
want to miss anything. It is hard 
for a wakeful child to accept the 
idea of sleep. Even when tired or 
sl.2py, he does not exactly relish 
the idea of going to sleep. For so 
long as he is awake he is aware 
and eapectant.
